Response to Amendment 

Applicant's response to amendment filed on 1 1/16/05 has been entered. It is 
noted that the application contained claims 9-27 by the amendment on 1 1/16/05.

The drawings were received on 11/16/05. These drawings are acceptable by 
examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 9-27 are allowed. 

As to independent claim 9 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason 
that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails discloses or render 
obvious a system for sealing packages and testing seal integrity of sealed packages 
comprising all the specific elements with the specific combination including of medical 
packaging device forming a seal on at least one package bv localized heating to a 
temperature that melts said at least one package, and said peel tester having a drive 
mechanism that pulls apart a portion of the seal and a mechanism that collects data 
relevant thereto, wherein during a seal testing operation, a sample of the seal is 
removed from said medical packaging device, cut to a predetermined size bv operation 
of said cutting mechanism, and inserted into said peel tester, wherein said peel tester 
pulls apart the cut sample of the seals collects data relevant thereto and shares said 
data with said microprocessor and wherein said microprocessor analyzes said data to 
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ascertain whether said data satisfies a predetermined criterion in combination with the 
rest of the limitation of claim 9. 

As to independent claim 19 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason 
that the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails discloses or render 
obvious an apparatus for testing seal integrity of sealed packages comprising all the 
specific elements with the specific combination including of the medical packaging 
device forming a seal on the package bv localized heating to a temperature that melts 
the package, a peel testing device having a drive mechanism that pulls apart the seal 
and a mechanism that collects data relevant thereto, and the a microprocessor in 
communication with said medical packaging device and said peel testing device in 
combination with the rest of the limitation of claim 19.
